Hospital  Services . 

Under  Part  2 of  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1946,  which 
came  into  operation  on  5th  July,  1948,  all  General ,lvlunicipal, Inf ectious 
Diseases  and  Special  Hospitals  were  transferred  to  the  administra- 
tion of  Regional  Hospital  Boards. 

Thus  the  Cottage  Hospital.  Ulverston,  (renamed  Ulverston 
Hospital  by  the  Regional  Board;  and  the  major  portion  of  the 
Instituion  and  Hospital,  (renamed  Stanley  Hospital)  along  with  the 
OubELS  House  Maternity  Home,  Ulverston,  passed  to  the  administration 
of  the  Barrow  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  on  the  5ih  Jiily,  1948* 
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High  Carley  Isolation  Hospital,  administered  hy  the  Ulverston 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  also  passed  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
under  the  Act  although  the  Ulverston  Urban  District  Council 
continued  to  administer  the  Fever  Hospital  for  the  Board  under  an 
agency  agreement  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Services. 

It  became  the  duty,  on  5th  July,  1948 » of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council,  to  provide  an  ambulance  service  in  the  Grange 
District. 

During  1948>  however,  the  Urban  District  Council  continued 
on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  to  administer  the  Service  in  the 
Grange  District  with  the  exception  that  infectious  disease  oases 
were  conveyed  by  the  ambulance  at  High  Carley  Isolation  Hospital. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  hospital 
laboratory  of  the  Barrow  and  Furness  Hospital  Management  Committee 
situated  at  High  Carley  Sanatorium  assisted,  if  necessary,  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Liverpool.  Chemical  analyses,  as 
required,  are  sent  to  the  City  Laboratories,  Liverpool. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  School  Medical.  Dental  and  Health 
Visiting  Services.  Ulverston  Combine‘s  Sanitary  Distrllot . 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
Routine  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Minor  Ailment  Clinics,  Dental 
Clinics  and  School  Medical  and  Dental  Officers  with  Health 
Visitors  and  School  HUrsos.  An  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  Obstetrician 
and  Orthepaodic  Specialist  attend  the  appropriate  eye,  ante-natal, 
post-natal  and  Orthopaedic  clinics  in  Ulverston  and  Dalton-in- 
Furness.  In  addition  the  obstetrician  visits  the  Grange  Clinic 
fortnightly.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supplies. 

Grange  is  supplied  with  upland  surface  water  from  an  open 
moorland  gathering  groiind.  The  ground  is  sheep  grazed  hut  not 
cultivated.  The  water  is  collected  in  two  reservoirs  at  Newton, 
the  capacities  of  which  are  23^000,000  and  10.550,000  gallons 
respectively.  After  filtration  and  chlorination  the  water  passes 
to  a storage  tank  of  li+O.OOO  gallons  capacity  and  thence  to  the 
trunk  mains  for  distribution.  There  are  three  service  reservoirs 
in  Grange,  at  Windermere  Road  *150,000  gallons),  Hampsfell  (200,000 
gallons)  and  Wartharrow  (200,000  gallons),  which  serve  as  reservoirs 
in  case  of  interruption  in  trimk  mains  and  also  for  equalising 
demand  in  the  trunk  mains. 

Water  supplies  were  maintained  throughout  the  district  during 
the  year.  The  main  reservoir  supply  was  augmented  hy  the  spring 
in  the  gardens  during  the  s\immer  months. 

The  new  9’*  diameter  water  main  from  the  water  works  to  High 
Nev/ton  village  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  mains  supply  was  subjected  to  chemical  analysis  by  samples 
taken  from  Cartmel  and  Grange  on  the  15th  December,  1948*  Copies

The  sample  was  clear,  colourless  and  possessed  a faint  odour 
of  chlorine.  It  contained  only  a minute  trace  of  suspended  matter 
which  consisted  of  vegetable  debris,  diatoms,  hydrated  oxide  of 
iron  and  particles  of  siliceous  matter. 

The  results  of  the  chemical  analysis  indicate  that  the  water 
organically  is  pure  and  thou^  slightly  hard  is  fit  for  drinking 
and  all  domestic  purposes. 


The  mains  supply  was  tested  bacteriologically  on  the  6th  April, 
1948«  The  report  of  this  test,  showing  no  coli  and  no  faecal  coll, 
was  very  satisfactory.  Water  from  the  spring  in  the  gardens  at 
Grange  was  tested  on  the  6th,  14th  and  26th  April  and  the  10th  May, 
194Q»  The  report  of  the  sample  taken  on  the  6th  April  indicated 
that  at  the  time  of  sampling  the  water  contained  organisms  of 
faecal  origin.  The  explanation  for  this  was  probably  that  either 
the  tank  was  accidentally  contaminated  by  an  employee  just  before 
sampling  or  that  organisms  entered  the  tank  through  a small  defect 
in  the  wall  of  the  tank.  The  defect  in  the  tank  wall  was  discovered 
by  the  Water  Engineer  on  carefully  examining  the  tank.  This  defect 
was  then  repaired.  Three  samples  of  water  were  examined  subsequently 
and  the  results  were  good.  The  results  indicated  that  the  spring 
water  is  generally  a pure  supply.  This  water  supply  when  in  use  is, 
of  coiirse,  chlorinated. 

The  mains  supply  serves  887  houses  and  a population  of  2,648. 
Housing 

During  the  year  23  council  houses  and  5 houses  erected  by 
private  enterprise  were  completed  and  occupied. 

The  Council  have  been  authorised  to  continue  with  a further 
programme  of  36  Council  houses  for  the  coming  year. 
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Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  10  cowke^pers  and  6 dairymen  in  the  district. 
Improvements  to  one  cowshed  and  dairy  are  being  carried  out  includ- 
ing the  provision  of  electric  light  and  power. 

Public  Oleansing. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and 
dealt  with  at  the  incinerator.  The  following  salvage  was  obtained 
and  disposed  of  for  material  use.

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  generally  was  low  in  1948* 


Immunisation. 

Under  Part  3 of  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1948,  it 
became  obligatory  for  local  Health  Authorities  to  provide  arrangements 
for  immunisation  against  diphtheria.  As  from  5th  July,  1948,  the  duty 
to  provide  for  immunisation  passed  from  the  Grange  Urban  District 
Council  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Between  the  1st  January  and  the  4th  July,  1948,  a total  of  8 
children  completed  the  full  course  of  immunisation  under  the  Urban 
District  Council's  Sch^e,  namely,  6 under  5 years  of  age  and  2 between 
the  ages  of  5 and  15. 


TuTperculosis . 


Six  fresh  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year,  3 male  and  1 female,  these  were  all  adults.  One 
death  from  tuberculosis  was  reported.
